The Fairfield High School hand 
will provide the music for the 
program at which Miller will in­ 
troduce Chester S. Shriver, hon­ 
orary chairman of the Adams 
County Civil War Centennial Com­ 
mission. as master of ceremonies. 
PFEFFER TO SPEAK 
Following the invocation Presi­ 
dent Abraham Lincoln's proclama­ 
tion calling for volunteer troops at 
the start of the Civil War will be 
read.

the audience, parents and the 
people in the community.

Crowd Here 
For Pageant 


Gettysburg was crowded this 
afternoon for the pageant de­ 
picting the departure of the In­ 
dependent Blues, first unit to 
leave Adams County for the 
Civil War. 
Members of the Gettysburg 
College band opened the pro­ 
gram in Lincoln Square with 
frieb selections at I o’clock 
after which the program involv­ 
ing approximately 400 persons 
in costume retraced the events 
in which the Independent Blues 
participated IOO years ago be­ 
fore leaving for the Union 
Army. 
Preceding the pageant ap­ 
proximately 1,000 tourists ar­ 
rived here shortly after noon 
on the first (rf a series of “Iron 
Horse Rambles" being brought 
here by the Reading Railroad 
this spring. 


The Metropolitan Edison Co. will 
have to stand trial in the trespass 
action brought by the widow of 
a 
Baltimore 
workman 
against 
contractors, the electric company 
and Gettysburg College, in the 
death of her husband while work­ 
ing on the roof of the new dining 
hall at the college here in 1957. 
The decision took the form of 
overruling the preliminary objec­ 
tions of the power company to it^ 
being included as a defendant in 
the suit. 
The actions stems from the 
death of Gilbert Wood, Baltimore, 
an employe (rf John H. Hamp­ 
shire, Inc., a subcontractor of A. 
B. Seifert and Son in the con­ 
struction of the dining hall. Wood 
with another workman was work­ 
ing on the roof when a rod used 
in the work allegedly came in 
contact with power lines of Metro­ 
politan Edison, and Wood was 
hurled to the ground and death 
followed. 
In its opinion handed down to­ 
day on the preliminary objections 
of the power company, which beld 
it should not be a defendant, the 
court held that for purposes of the 
demurrer all statement* given in 
the complaints must be considered 
as true, pending the decision of a 
jury, and that under the facts as 
presented, subject to decision of 
truth by the jury, the light com­ 
pany would have a responsibility 
in the matter. It was alleged that 
no warning was given by the 
power company that the lines 
near the building were uninsu­ 
lated, high tension lines and that 
the light company should have 
known that the work might in­ 
volve such action as would cause 
a danger to workmen if articles 
used touched the power line.

Amish families in this area have 
moved to Canada because farm 
land is cheaper there and they 
will escape conflict with laws on 
schools, social security, and mili­ 
tary draft. 
.About SO persons mode the mi­ 
gration early this month to Owen 
Sound, 
an 
Ontario 
community 
about IOO miles northwest of To­ 
ronto. There they joined an Amish 
settlement of IO families 
Moving their families were Levi 
L. Sheller Sr., 60. of northern 
Holmes County: his five sons and 
a son-in-law. 
They sold their land and most 
of their farm equipment and live­ 
stock at public auction and loaded 
the rest of their belongings in two 
railroad box cars for shipment to 
Canada.

The Sheller clan refused to dis­ 
cuss the move with newsmen, but

“The book, popularized yi the 
19th century, finds itself in the 
2(Kh century with lusty competi­ 
tors for public interest, the com­ 
mercial mass media.” says Prof. 
John William Albig in an article 
called “The Library's Competi­ 
tion.” The mass media he refers 
to are paperback books, periodi­ 
cals, motion pictures, radio and 
television. 
Prof. Albig has recently re­ 
turned to Gettysburg College, his 
alma m ater, after a teaching and 
writing career at the University 
of Illinois. As a student of the 
American scene and author of the 
definitive volume “ Public Opin­ 
ion,” he is well qualified to as­ 
sess the various means of com­ 
munication. 
“ Mass audiences have deter­ 
mined much of the content of 
those widening streams of com­ 
munication,” he says, “resulting 
in standardized mass culture.” 
Paperback books, the majority of 
which are not of high content 
quality, were selling in 1959 at 
the rate of 315 million per year. 
Magazines reach an even greater 
audience by producing four bil­ 
lion copies per year, or 25 per 
capita in the United States. Mag­ 
azines primarily 
champion the 
conventional 
virtues, 
promote 
things rather than ideas, stress 
the personal and the intimate and, 
like other mass media, try to 
please the many. 
M OVIE COM PETITION 
Movies provide some competi­ 
tion for an individual’s reading 
time, although the motion pie 
ture has had to bow to TV. Ra 
dio and TV are the principal con­ 
sumers 
of 
American 
leisure 
hours. W’hile TV does tend to 
arouse interest in books on sci­ 
ence, biography and public af­ 
fairs, in general, TV programs 
are controlled by commercial in 
terests who yield to the m ass 
tastes of wide audiences in order 
to sell their products.

are 
several 
antidotes, 
Prof. Albig says. Rather than 
bewail their competition, librar­ 
ians 
should 
appeal 
to special 
groups, such as the newcomers

UP TO GOVERNOR 
“I should like to remind the 
administration that, if this ob­ 
servance is to be effective, the 
responsibility must rest with the 
governor’s office to initiate this 
program and see to it that it is 
carried through properly. 


“The people of Gettysburg are

sive. If this observation is to be

tragedy—perhaps the greatest of

Breakage of eggs at the farm 
and during marketing costs Penn­ 
sylvania egg producers and mar­ 
keting agencies approximately 2 5 
million dollars annually. 
To study this problem, Werner 
J. Mueller, of the Department of 
Poultry Husbandry at the Pennsyl- 
wama State University, is testing 
laying hens housed in three air 
conditioned rooms to control tem­ 
peratures and humidity. 
During the last two years, Dr. 
Mueller has found that hens kept 
at a constant temperature of 90 
degrees Fahrenheit laid about 30 
per cent few eggs, had 20 per cent 
more mortality, and laid eggs *: 
lower weight and shell strength 
than hens kept at a constant tem­ 
perature of 55 degrees F. 
Where temperatures cycled from 
55 degrees F to 90 degrees F with­ 
in 24 hours, hens laid about IO per 
cent more eggs than hens kept at 
a constant temperature of 55 de­ 
grees F. However, egg weight and 
shell strength were “somewhat 
depressed.” 
Dr. Mueller 
points 
out. 
“Our tests indicate that tem­ 
peratures have no effect on al­ 
bumen quality if eggs are gathered 
within an hour after being laid.” 
he says. “Loss of albumen quality 
during summer is caused by the 
effect of high pen temperatures 
upon the egg between laying and 
gathering . . . plus the advanced 
age of the hen,” he adds.
